As I grow older, my favorite thing is to sit and 
let my mind wander - not to the future and what’s 
to come, but to the past and the sweet memories 
that are forever mine. 

All the times and places in my past are imprinted 
on the pages of my mind. I can shut my eyes and 
unwind the film, seeing the story featured on the 
back of my eyelids. Each story in great detail, as 
special and vivid as if they happened yesterday. 

I often think about one of the special nights of 
my young life. 

There were four of us sitting at the head of the 
iron bedstead. Two bolsters, behind our backs. 
Momma made these long pillows that fit the bed 
from one side to the other. They were full of chick¬ 
en feathers collected by us young’uns. The feather 
bed was made from ticking filled with feathers. It 
was so soft, like sleeping on a cloud. The crazy 
quilt covered us. Momma and Granny Sewell 
made this quilt from all of our out-grown clothes. 
Like a rainbow, it was. 

My brother read softly from a book about a bad 
little rabbit that couldn’t stay out of Mr. McGregor’s 
garden. 

We were in the upstairs bedroom. We could 
barely sit still. It was not Christmas yet, just old 
cold November. All of us, except baby sister, knew 
a secret that was just too good to hold inside. 

We had heard many times about Mary, Joseph 
and the baby. We were going to receive the same 
blessing, a little early. We could hear our mother’s 
soft cries. I was between four and five years old. I 
wanted to run downstairs and hug my momma so 
she wouldn’t cry any more. 

After many long hours, Daddy came to the bot¬ 
tom of the stairs and called to us. We could come 
down quietly. Momma had something she wanted 
us to see. 

She sat in the middle of the bed, a blue blanket 
held against her breast. We heard little noises, like 
the mewing of a baby kitten. Momma was crying 
softly, the tears falling onto the blue blanket. 

We sat on the bed, holding our breath. Momma 
lifted the blanket, folding it back under the little 
bundle. Inside that blue blanket was a little but- 
terball of a baby. One little hand laid on Momma’s 
breast as he nursed. She slowly lifted his left arm 
for all of us to see. His little arm had no hand at¬ 
tached, the reason for Momma’s tears. 

This little boy was sent to teach us many things. 
When our eyes see only that which is perfect, we 
miss so much of what the world has to offer. 

We were given a child of the sun. His curiosity 
was boundless. His love for us and ours for him 
was endless. He sparkled. He was a true flower 
child thrust into the wrong century. Each day was 
another opportunity to engage in play. He lived to 
taste life and chew it up. He was adored and nur¬ 
tured. 

He loved the woods and hollers. Even when we 
moved out of the holler to the blacktop, we went 
in search of this missing boy and found him back 
in the holler where he was born. Tracks of bare 
feet found in the ice on the creek led us to this lost 
child. He was happiest when wandering, in touch 
with nature. 

When my sister asks, “Why was he so spoiled?” 
I reply, “He had his own fan club, five sisters, one 
momma and one granny.” 

As Christmas comes again, I would wish that 
the love we had for him would be given to all chil¬ 
dren. For only in sun and rain do the flowers of the 
field flourish and only in receiving unconditional 
love does a child blossom. 

Also, remember and cherish the time with your 
children. It is not how long a star shines, but the 
brightness of its light.

Don't throw Gallatin students off'fiscal cliff y 


You’ve probably heard a great 
deal about the looming fiscal c liff 
facing our nation, but I want to 
bring the debate closer to home by 
sharing what that c lif f means for 
Gallatin County Schools and the 
future of the children and youth of 
our community. These critically 
important decisions he solely in 
the hands of our elected leaders in 
Congress and the White House, 
but make no mistake - they have 
the potential to dramatically im¬ 
pact your local schools. 

Sequestration, the fiscal policy 
procedure adopted by Congress 
to deal with the federal budget 
deficit, generates automatic cuts 
for each of nine years, fiscal years 
2013-2021, totaling $1.2 trillion. 
Without congressional action to 
prevent sequestration, the first 
round of cuts will take place Janu¬ 
ary 2, 2013. The 2013 cuts apply 
across-the-board to “discretion¬ 
ary” spending and are divided be¬ 
tween reductions to defense and 
non-defense spending, including 
education. 

As a school system leader, I 
can assure you that education cuts 
do not heal, and that the impact of 
the sequester on education would 
be severe and far-reaching. The 
looming fiscal cliff and sequester 
threaten to undermine the success 
of our local schools in prepar¬ 
ing students to be college/career- 
ready. Kentucky legislators have 
made a concerted effort to protect 
state funding for education. De¬ 
spite those efforts, the Gallatin 
County Schools’ share of the state 
funding has decreased $144,000 
since 2009, even though we have 
more students than ever before. 

Under sequestration, education 
funding will be subject to cuts 
ranging from 9.1 percent in 2013 
to 5.5 percent in 2021 according 


to the Center on Budget & Policy 
Priorities. The reduction in FY2013 
would amount to $4.1 billion. 

These cuts will devastate the al¬ 
ready fragile economic condition 
of our local schools and will set the 
new baseline for future federal al¬ 
locations. This is simply unaccept¬ 
able. 

I believe that Gallatin County 
citizens understand the critical role 
education plays in the long-term 
economic health of our community. 
Together, we strive constantly to do 
more with an ever-smaller set of re¬ 
sources; our hard work and success 
should not be jeopardized because 
Congress is incapable of assembling 
a responsible, balanced and biparti¬ 
san approach to avoid the fiscal cliff. 
To be specific, sequestration for our 
schools will result in an additional 
loss of $77,000 over and above the 
loss in state funding we have already 
experienced. 

Now is the time for action; now 
is the time for leadership. Seques¬ 


tration can only be avoided if Con¬ 
gress passes legislation that undoes 
the legal requirement in the Bud¬ 
get Control Act before January 2, 
2013. There is no room for error on 
thoughtless, across-the-board blunt 
cuts. 

Please join the Gallatin County 
Board of Education in urging Ken¬ 
tucky’s entire Congressional delega¬ 
tion to work with colleagues from 
both sides of the aisle to intervene 
and avoid the sequester and fiscal 
cliff. 

We must call on Congress to set 
aside differences and find common 
ground in a responsible approach 
that doesn’t disproportionately im¬ 
pact students by gutting our na¬ 
tional investment in education and 
ultimately hampering the long-term 
fiscal health and competitiveness of 
our community and our entire coun¬ 
try.

he did nothing wrong 

County doesn’t reinstate him

William B. Alexander 
claims he was wrongly 
fired as assistant fire chief 
and EMS squad member. 
He asked the Fiscal Court 
to reinstate him at the De¬ 
cember 18 meeting. 

In November, the court 
unanimously voted to re¬ 
move Alexander amid re¬ 
ports he had used county 
emergency vehicles to 
escort the Walton Verona 
youth football team into 
Warsaw for its “Super 
Bowl” game with Galla¬ 
tin County’s Mighty Pros. 
Alexander’s son plays for 
Walton Verona. Parents 
and coaches said the Gal¬ 
latin team was demoral¬ 
ized to see their rivals re¬ 
ceive special treatment. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, 
Alexander made a pas¬ 
sionate plea to the mag¬ 
istrates and Judge/execu¬ 
tive Ken McFarland in a 
letter requesting reinstate¬ 
ment. He cited “30 years 
of outstanding service” to 
the county during which

he fought fires, rescued 
accident victims, and pro¬ 
vided expert trauma treat¬ 
ment. 

He said accusations 
that county fire equipment 
was used to provide an es¬ 
cort for the rival football 
team and its supporters 
were misreported in the 
Gallatin County News and 
other media outlets. 

He also presented a 
booklet prepared by attor¬ 
ney Gregory McDowell 
that contained four affida¬ 
vits from members of the 
fire department and EMS. 
These claimed the coun¬ 
ty’s fire truck and ambu¬ 
lance were used as traffic 
control and not to support 
the opposing team. 

“The stories that we led 
Walton into the Warsaw 
field were false,” he told 
the fiscal court. “We were 
asked to supply traffic 
control at Highway 42. We 
did not provide an escort 
for a ‘parade or caravan’. 
We only used emergency 
lights to provide traffic 
assistance for the large 
number of vehicles com¬ 
ing into Gallatin County. 
The crew and truck were 
only used about 15 min¬ 
utes and then returned to 
the station.” 

Alexander also said 
that if he had known War¬ 
saw Police Chief Donnie 
Gould was on duty that 
day, he would not have 
provided the requested 


support and would have 
deferred to the city’s po¬ 
lice department. 

The court entered 
closed session to discuss 
the matter. The magis¬ 
trates took no action, 
however, which means 
Alexander will not get his 
job back. 

In other business: 

•Drivers for the senior 
citizen bus have been cho¬ 
sen and will begin driving 
once they have passed the 
required state drug tests. 

•The court approved 
spending $59,900 to re¬ 
place the ambulance de¬ 
stroyed in an accident ear¬ 
lier this year. 

•No bids, except for 
concrete work, have been 
received to build the 
county’s new senior cen¬ 
ter. McFarland said he 
will approach county con¬ 
tractors to seek bids. 

•County Clerk Tracy 
Miles presented her 2013 
budget which was unani¬ 
mously approved. 

She made an additional 
request to raise the pay 
for precinct workers on 
election days. Miles said 
surrounding counties paid 
their poll workers $125 
($25 for training and $100 
for election days), which 
is higher than the $100 
currently paid in Gallatin 
County for a 13-hour day. 
The court unanimously 
voted to accept Miles’ 
proposal.

Jury finds no fault 
in Sterling accident 


A Gallatin County jury 
has found that Process 
Machinery Inc. is not li¬ 
able for the injuries and 
death of Melvin Jones in 
an accident that occurred 
at Sterling Materials in 
2009. 

The jury delivered the 
verdict Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 10, after a 10-day 
civil trial heard by Judge 
Anthony Frohlich in Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

Melvin Jones was in¬ 
jured after falling 20 
feet while working on 
a conveyor belt outside 
the mine on October 19, 


2009. He was paralyzed 
in the fall and flown by 
emergency helicopter to 
Cincinnati Hospital where 
he was listed in critical 
condition. 

Jones filed suit against 
Process Machinery, the 
maker of the conveyer 
belt, for not providing a 
safety net or hand holds 
among other claims. His 
estate pursued the case 
after Mr. Jones died in 

2010 . 

With the jury’s verdict, 
Process Machinery will 
not have to pay a financial 
reward to Jones’s estate.

In the spirit of celebrat¬ 
ing the 2013 Vevay-Swit- 
zerland County Bicenten¬ 
nial, Vevay Main Street 
has selected First Friday 
themes so as to remember 
events from Vevay’s past 
and commemorate the 
county’s Swiss heritage.

The citi¬ 
zens, chiefly the younger 
and livelier (but often 
even the older and more 
dignified join in the sport) 
masked and dressed in all 
sorts of grotesque cos¬ 
tumes, call from house to 
house. No one remembers 
when this began nor how 
it began.” 

On January 4, First 
Friday participants are 
encouraged to visit local 
businesses in the historic 
business district where 
tickets will be given to 


those wearing masks and/ 
or costumes. 

Tickets deposited at the 
Visitors’ Center before 9 
p.m. will be entered in a 
drawing for a pair of tick¬ 
ets to the 2013 Flair for 
Wine (worth $120). The 
drawing will take place 
at the May 3 First Friday 
event. 

Since 2008, Vevay 
Main Street has hosted 
a monthly First Friday 
event. January through 
December, rain or shine, 
the event offers a free eve¬ 
ning where the communi¬ 
ty and visitors alike gather 
to enjoy local art, carriage 
rides, the company of oth¬ 
ers, and a surprise or two.

Clover Seed 
for Christmas? 

Heck yeah! Adding le¬ 
gumes to pasture and hay- 
fields has several benefits 
including higher yields, 
improved quality, and 
more summer growth. 

Adding legumes im¬ 
proves forage quality, 
compared to grass alone. 
This increases payabili¬ 
ty, intake, digestibility and 
nutrient content, result¬ 
ing in improved animal 
performance. Research 
studies have shown that 
legumes improve animal 
growth rates, reproduc¬ 
tive efficiency and milk 
production. 

When renovating grass 
fields with legumes, have 
the soil tested and apply 
the recommended lime 
and fertilizer. Legumes 
need higher soil pH and 
fertility levels than grass¬ 
es. But do not add nitro¬ 
gen because it stimulates 
grasses, increasing com¬ 
petition with legumes. 

Select certified seed 
varieties that perform 
well in your geographic 
area. Also, be sure to 
mix a high-quality inocu- 
lant with seed just before 
planting. Apply a sticking 
agent to be sure the inocu- 
lant sticks to the seed. 

Be sure seed makes 
good contact with the 


soil. A simple, effective 
technique is to broadcast 
Red Clover seed on the 
soil surface in late win¬ 
ter, generally Feb. 15 to 
March 15. Soil freezing 
and thawing covers the 
seed. 

Controlling grass and 
weed competition is one 
of the most critical prac¬ 
tices for successful reno¬ 
vation. Many attempts 
have failed because grass 
was allowed to grow and 
reduce the light, nutri¬ 
ents and water available 
to young legume plants. 
Keep grass short by graz¬ 
ing or mowing until le¬ 
gume plants are 3 to 4 
inches tall. Stop grazing 
and mowing for several 
weeks so legumes will 
become well established. 
Afterwards, mow or graze 
the field on a schedule 
to keep legumes in good 
condition. 

So, if you’re lucky, old 
Santa will bring you a big 
bag of certified clover 
seed for Christmas.

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated October 4, 2012 on our consideration of the 
Gallatin County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and gram agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of 
internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal 
control over financial reporting or on compliance.

KSP offers winter driving tips 


With the onset of win¬ 
ter and the possibility that 
motorists may have to 
drive in inclement weath¬ 
er, the Kentucky State 
Police (KSP) are offering 
safe driving tips. 

The weather in Ken¬ 
tucky is unpredictable 
and this time of year you 
never know when to ex¬ 
pect black ice, snow, icy 
roads or a mixture of road 
conditions. KSP is asking 
motorists to prepare in ad¬ 
vance for the winter driv¬ 
ing months ahead. “Winter 
provides new challenges 
and responsibilities to the 
public and the Kentucky 
State Police,” says KSP 
Commissioner Rodney 
Brewer. 

“We ask that drivers 
be prepared to meet the 
challenges of the upcom¬ 
ing winter season in Ken¬ 
tucky. Plan ahead, make 
sure everyone in the vehi¬ 
cle is properly restrained, 
drive defensively and be 
sure the vehicle is prop¬ 
erly maintained to handle 
the effects of cold temper¬ 
atures.” 

KSP reported that slip¬ 
pery roads were the con¬ 
tributing factor in 14,913 
crashes and 63 fatalities in 
2011. 

Here are a few simple 
steps to help keep you on 
the road and less stressed. 

•Avoid travel unless 
necessary when winter 
weather is in your area. 

•Decrease speed. 


•Wear your seatbelt. 
Driving Considerations 

Leave early - allow 
more travel time; expect 
delays. 

Increase distance be¬ 
tween vehicles - it takes 
significantly longer to 
stop on snow covered or 
icy roadways. 

Clear all windows on 
your vehicle prior to trav¬ 
el - having unobstructed 
vision is vital to avoid 
running off of the road or 
having a collision. 

Illuminate your vehi¬ 
cles headlamps. 

Use caution on bridges 
and overpasses as they 
susceptible to freezing be¬ 
fore roadways. 

Avoid using cruise con¬ 
trol - cruise can cause the 
vehicle’s wheels to con¬ 
tinue turning on a slippery 
surface when speed needs 
to be decreased. 

Be Prepared 

Ensure your vehicle 
has a full tank of gas in 
the event you are stranded 
for an extended period of 
time. 

Charge your cellular 
phone prior to departure. 

Take a blanket. 

Notify a family mem¬ 
ber or a friend of your 
travel plans prior to de¬ 
parture - if you travel is 
interrupted, someone will 
know
